Canada Needs Hundred-Percenters 


Canadians naturally are taking keen 
interest in the political battle that is raging 
around the lease-lend bill in Washington. 
For, counting out objectors who are properly 
suspectible of having Nazi sympathies and 
others who are obviously incapable of grasp- 
ing the reality of the world menace, the 
opposition to the measure is strongly tinc- 
tured with hopes and fears of voter- 
reaction at the polls, and some of it origi- 
nates in sheer party bias. 

But the point for Canadians is that, what- 
ever happens to the bill, our duty will be 
unchanged. That duty is to produce every 
item of munitions of which the Dominion is 
physically capable. If the bill goes through 
without substantial change, there will still 
be need of all the equipment Canada can 
turn out. If the bill should be ham-strung 
by amendments, the need will be greater but 
the measure of our responsibility will not be 
affected, for that responsibility stops 
nowhere short of the maximum output that 
is physically possible. | 

If this maximum is to be attained, every 
Canadian must help. We cannot all make 
munitions, but we can with few exceptions 
help to pay others to make them. Whoever 
buys a war savings certificate does this. 
Whoever buys al] he can js giving 100 per 
cent backing to the men who are fighting 
for us. Canada needs a lot hundred- 
percenters, and must have them if we are to 
win—whatever becomes of the lease-lend 
dill.

NO FALSE HOPES 

I have been so very careful since 
I've been Prime Minister not to en- 
courage false hopes or prophesy 
smooth and easy things, and yet the 
tale that I had to tell today is one 
which must justly and rightly give 
us cause for deep thankfulness and 
also, I think, for sound comfort 
and even rejoicing 

But now I must dweil upon the 
more serious, darker and more dan- 
gerous aspects of the vast scene of 
the war. We must all of us have 
been asking ourselves what is that 
wicked man whose crime-stained re- 
gime and system are at bay and in 
the toils, what has be been prepar- 
ing during these winter months? 
What new deviltry is he planning? 
What new small country will he 
over-run or strike down? What 
fresh form of assault will he make 
upon our island homes and fortress? 
Which, let there be no mistake about 
it, is all that stands between him and 
the domination of the world 

We may be sure that the war is 
soon going to enter upon a phase of 
greater violence. Hitler's confeder- 
ate, Mussolini. hag reeled back in 
Albania. But the Nazis, having ab- 
Sorbed Hungary and driven Ru- 
mania into a frightful internal con. 
vulsion, are already upon the Black 
Sea A considerable German army 
and air force is being “uilt up in 
Rumania and its forward tentacles 
have already penetrated Bulgaria 
with what, we must suppose, is the 
acquiescence of the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment. Airfields are being occu- 
pied by German ground personne! 
numbering thousands, so as to en- 
able the German air force to come 
into action from Bulgaria 


MOVE THROUGH BULGARIA 

Many preparations have been 
made for the movement of German 
troops into or through Bulgaria. And 
perhaps this southward movement 
has already begun. We saw what 
happened last May in the low coun- 
tries. How they hoped for the best, 
how they clung to their neutrality, 
how awfully they were deceived, 
overwhelmed, plundered, 
and, since, starved. 

We know how we and the 
French suffered when at the last 
moment at the urgent, belated ap- 
peal of the King of the Belgians, 
we went to his aid. Of course, if 
all the Balkan people stood to- 
gether and acted together, aided 
by Britain and Turkey, it would 
be many months before a Ger- 
man army and air force of suffi- 
cient strength to overcome them 
could be assembled in the south-

And in those 
months much might happen. 
Much will certainly happen as/ 


American aid becomes ewwective, 
as our air power grows, as we be- 
come a well-armed nation, and as 
our armies in the east increase in 
Strength.

| HARD TO CONVINCE 


One of our difficulties is to con- 
vince some of these neutral coun- | 
tries in Europe that we 
We think it’s astonishing 
that they should be so dense as not 
| to see it as clearly as we do our- 
| selves. I remember in the last war 
in July, 1915, we began to 
that Bulgaria was going wrong, $0 | 
Mr, Lloyd George, Mr. Bonar Law, 
Sir F. E. Smith and I asked the 
Bulgarian minister to dinner to ex- 
plain to him what a foo! King Fer- 
dinand would make of himself if 
he were to go in on the losing side 


It was no use, The poor man sim-| 


ply could not believe it, or could | 
not make his government believe | 
it. 


So Bulgaria, against the wishes of 
her peasant population, against all 


her interests, fell in at the Kaiser's 
tail and got sadly carved up and 
punished when the victory was| 
won 


I trust that Bulgaria is not go- 
ing to make the same _ mistake 
again. If they do, the Bulgarian 
peasantry and people, for whom 
there has been much regard, both 
in Great Britain and the United 
States, will for the third time in 
30 years have been made to em- 
bark upon a needless and disas- 
trous war. 

In the Central Mediterranean, the 
Italian Quisling, who is called Mus- 

solini, and the French Quisling, 
commonly called Laval, are both in 
their different ways trying to make 
their countries into doormats for 
Hitler and his new order, in the 
hopes of being able to keep or get 
the Nazi Gestapo and Prussian bay- 
onéts to enforce their rule upon 
their fellow countrymen, I can not 
tell how the matter will go, but at 
any rate we shall do our best to 
fight for the Central Mediterranean. 


DIVE-BOMBERS SMASHED 


I daresay you will have noticed 
a very significant air action which 
was fought over Malta a fortnight 
ago. The Germans sent an entre 
Geschwader of dive bombers to 
Sicily. They seriously injured our 
new aireraft carrier Mlustrious, and 
then as this wounded ship was 


sheltering in Malta harbor they econ- 


centrated upon her a}! their force 
$0 as to beat her to pieces 

But they were met by the bat- 
teries of Malta, which is one ot the 


strongest-defended fortresses in the 
world against air attack. They were 
met by the fleet air arm and by the 
Roya!

TRADE CLAIMS 

Under the new arrangements, 
trade claims will be introduced. 
“Trade Claims” is the name being 
given to deposits which will repre 
sent claims on goods and services 


only. Trade Clair deposits will not 
be a claim on money but will be 
transferred from one Treasury 


Branch account to another 
change for goods and services ex- 
actly as the present voucher deposits 
ere transferred. In fact, Trade 
Claims will replace the present form 
of transfer vouchers 


Trade Claims may be used for 
the purchase of any goods from re- 


tail merchants who have entered 
into agreement with the provincial 
treasurer to co-operate in the in- 
terim program 

The trade mark of the Alberta 
Marketing Board may only be 
used on the goods of manufac- 
turers and producers who sign 
agreements with the provincial 
treasurer to co-operate in the in- 
terim program and to accept 
Trade Claims in exchange for 
goods. 

A bonus of 5 per cent in Trade 
Claims will be paid to ultimate 
consumers on the purchase of all 
such trade-marked goods and on an 
equal amount of other goods pur- 


chased with Trade Claims from co- | 
operating merchants. The govern-| 


ment will accept vouchers in pay- 
ment of taxes, rentals, fees and so 
forth as transfer vouchers are 
presently
